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HERE is @ Tide in the Affairs of 
Men, {ays Shake/pear, and to there 
is in the fairs of Nations. That 
Quality which the Ancients fo anuch 
celebrated, under the Title of se 
Fortune of @ Prince or General, 
was no other than his Sagacity to 
difcern, and Quickne/s to improve, this Tide, fo as to enter 
with {welling Sails into the Harbour of Glory, or of Power. 
Fortune, confider’d as the infolent but capricious Dire€trefs 
of human Affairs, was, amongft thofe virtuous Heathens, fo 
contemptible a Deity that, I think, Homer makes no Men- 
tion of her in all his Works ; Horace mentions her with * 
Deteftation, and Favenal + with Contempt ; nay, that mo- 
ral Satyrift queftions whether fhe has any Power atall, which 
may not be controuled by Prudence and good Conduct. 

Notwithftanding all this, and that the Academic as well 
as the Stoic Philofophy thought every Man to be Majer of 
Fortune, 1 cannot but be of Opinion thet Accideats have often 
a decifive Influence upon Events : It would, therefore, be bar- 
barous and unjuft to impute to the Demerits of a General, 
or M———y, thofe Mifcarriages, cr Calamities, which 
arife from Accidents impoflible to forefee, or impraéticable 
to avoid. —Pbilip the Second of Spain, is more celebrated 
for the philofophical Conitancy with which he bore the 
diffipating of the Armada deftin'd againit England, (but 
diffipated chiefly by Storms and Tempefts) than he is for all 
his Intrigues and Ambition. 

But if it is impious to repine at the Strokes, and unju/? to 
blame the Di/pofiions, of Providence, it is fooli> to flight 
its Favours thro’ Conceit or Negleé, and frantic to provoke 
its Indignation thro’ Prefumption or Perfeverance. 

This is plunging with Confcioufnefs and Coolnefs into 
Calamity ; it is negleting thas Tide in the Affairs of Men, 
which, when let flip, leaves the reft of Life full of Shoals, 
Shelves, and Quickfands. 

Perhaps, no People in Hiftory have more Reafon to 
boaft of providential Interpofitions in their Favour than the 
good People of England have had, during thofe twenty laft 
Years, or lefs, to complain of the Malice of Fortune ; not- 
withftanding, our Debts are now almoft as high as when 
we recovered from the mott expenfive War (excepting the 
prefent) this Nation ever knew : Notwithftanding the ing/o- 
rious Management of our Nava/, and the calamitous State 
of our Land Force, the boldeft Advocate for Government 
cannot hold up his brazen Front, and fay, Fortune ave owe 
all this to thee. So far from that, Fortune has more than 
once brought up her full, Succefs-promifing Tide to our 
very Doors ; fhe has again and again courted us to be 
happy, and to enjoy that moft defirable of all Situations 
to a trading People, Freedom with Tranquillity, and Com- 
merce with Security. But it feem'’d as if we had refolved 
to be undone. 

The Pangs of Jealoufy we pretended to feel at the Great- 
nefs of the Houfe of dufria, were fucceeded by a fatal 
Torpor and Inactivity, ata Time, when, by a vigorous 
Conduét in Conjunétion with that Houfe, we might have 
not only prevented all the Calamities, which we have fince

fo deeply fhar’d in, but have ftrengthen’d our Interefts be- 
yond the human Probability of their having been fhaked 
for many Years. ‘The Emperor C*arles the Sixth, indeed 
died, but that was no Accident ; it was the Lot of Nature, 
and he died at a Time the moft favourable to us. ‘The 
Ambition of France, and the Partition of the Au/frian Do- 
4gninions, was no more than we mig/t and did forefee, but 
without taking early Meafuses to prevent either: The 
Election of a French Empergg, and the Introduction of 
Don Philip into Italy, were fo far from being Accidents or 
Surprizes to us, that both of them were effected by ******. 

The Difappointment our Arms met with in not being 
joined by our High and Mighty Allies, immediately upon 
the firft Tranfportation of our [roops to O/lend, was fo far 
from being unexpeéted, that when no more chan Four Re- 
giments had reached the other Side of the Water, it was 
declared to our M———r at the H/——pie, That the 
St—s could not, with any Degree of Satisfaction, fee the 
Englith Forces occupying any Part of the Aattrian Netherlands. 
Notwithftanding this, we boldly puth’d on, and Providence 
ftill unwearied with taking us, notwithitanding all our In- 
gratitude, under her fpecial Protection in our memorable 
Efcape at Dettingen, gave a fignal Proof how watchful the 
was of the Eng/i/> Name and Glory. If the Enemy, who 
now exults in our Spoils, and‘triumphs in our Defeat, did 
not, on that Day, receive a perhaps many Years irrecover- 
able Check, Fortune can wath her Hands of the Mifcarriage, 
and appeal to ***** for proving, that fhe even courted us 
to Glory and to Safety, but we rejected her Carefles, and 
flighted her Favours. 

But, as if Providence had delighted to do us good, the 
Negociations at Hanau, the full Security there offer'd for 
the Performance of the Terms, and the Re-eftablifhment 
of the Houfe of 4uffria in its former Luftre, put it again 
in our Power to have given Laws to France, Safety to 
Germany, Security to b.diand, Tranquillity to Europe, and 
to ourfelves as much Dignity as thofe can receive who regu- 
late the Fates of States and Empires: Shall I fay, to whom 
it was owing that we flighted all thofe glorious Circum- 
ftances ? No ——I leave that * to be told by an Emperor, 
and a Prince of undoubted Honour, clofely conneéted by 
Nation, Inclination, Religion, and Alliance to ****, and 
who in Perfon managed the Negociation with our M—-r. 

Tho’ the Infatuation which feem'd to attend our Coun- 
cils, in reje€ting all Offers for re-eftablifhing Peace, was 
attended by a formidable League among the Princes, who 
now too late fuw the fecret Springs of our Conduct ; yet 
Providence once more put it in our Power to have put a 
glorious End to a deflructive War, fatal to Europe and un- 
interefling to E d: For tho’ the Strength of our 
Enemies at the opening of the next Campaign icem’d to 
promife us Deftruction, and tho’ part of the Barrier was 
loft, yet the fortunate Paflage of the Rdine by the Au/!rians 
obliging our capital Enemy to draw off the Flower of his 
Troops, the Remainder was left as an eafy Prey to our 
fuperior Arms. But how did we improve this evident Su- 
periority ? How did we purfue the manifi? Diire/s in which 
the French Generat found himfelf upon the Departure of 
his Mailer? Tho’ Victory feem’d to woo us tu her Arms, a

difhonourable, infamous, expenfive Inattivity fucceeded, and 
fuch as proved that we were loft to all Senfe of Glory and In- 
tereft, or our A——s to all Regard for Faith and Honour. 
All this was then fully underitood, and plainly fpoken 
out ; thofe who were Lookers-on faw every Blunder arifing 
either from Treachery or Ignorance: They expos'd the cogg - 
ing, the thuffling, the conniving, which gave the Game fo 
infamous aT ura to the Prejudice of this Nation : In thort, to 
the Joy of the People they got the Lead into their own Hands. 


And now enter the Ad 





n of the Broad bottom, 
Stand 
neutral, Good-Fortune; a clear Stage, and no Favour! 
But Fortune, even oficiou/ly kind, prefs'd her Services upan 
them : The critical Death of the Emperor, the Re-conqueft 
of Bavaria, and the Union betwixt that Eleftor and the 
Houle of Aujiria, once more feem’d to put the Ball at our 
Foot, to enable us cither to make Peace with Safcty, or 
War with Glory.
